No Chance to Escape. 


The governor absolutely declined 
to convene the board of pardons 
unless Chapman was kept out of 
the room. He said that he would 
take no chance on the condemned 
man’s escaping. 

“T was not required under the 
statutes even to call the special 
meeting of the board of pardons,”’ 
Gov. Trumbull said. 

“I am doing it so that Chapman’s 
counsel may have no opportunity 
to say that there was not offered 
every chance to present any new 
evidence they may have gathered.’’ 
Regular Easter services were 
held in the prison chapel today by 
the Catholic and Protestant chap- 
lains, but Chapman expressed no 
wish to attend and would not 
have been granted permission if he 
had, since the chapel is in another 
part of the prison. 

It was said that Father Michael 
P. Barry, the Catholic chaplain, 
visited the condemned man after 
the prison chapel Easter services, 
but the priest would not say wheth- 
er Chapman had taken communion 
in his cell. 


Does Little Reading. 


For the first time in recent 
weeks the slender, little mail robber 
and murderer did not spend much 
time reading. He smoked innum- 
erable cigarettes and ate three 
hearty meals. To three newspaper 
men who failed to obtain permis- 
sion to be in the death chamber 
when he is hanged, he sent personal 
invitations to witness that event, 
as he is permitted to do by law. 

Chapman last night signed his 
yetition for mercy only after Fred- 
erick J. Groehl, chief of his defense 
corps, had told him a request for 
commutation would not be an ad- 
mission of guilt, Mr. Groehl said 
today. 

“T’ll sign it,’’ Chapman was re- 
sorted to have said. ‘If I am given 
u commutation it would give me an 
opportunity to prove my innocence 
in time, perhaps.’’ And with a flour- 
izh of green ink he signed the name 
that he adopted soon after his first 
conviction as a boy, when he was 
sent to the Elmira (N. Y.) reforma- 
tory for petty thievery. His right 
name is George Chartres. 

No relatives of Chapman appear- 
ed at the prison today although it 
is generally understood that be has 
a brother and sister living in New 
York city. The brother is said to 
have a responsible position. Years 
ugo the Chartres, children went to 
live with an aunt, after the death 
of their Irish immigrant parents,

AUGUST THYSSEN, oTEEL 
KING OF GERMANY, DEAD 


Founder of Great Industrial 
Structure, 85, Retained 
Fortune Intact.

BEGAN AS A POOR YOUTH 


Mulheim, Germany, April 4 (By 
A. P.).—August Thyssen, an out- 
standing figure in Germany’s in- 
dustrial world during the last 
decade, died today. He was 85 years 
old. 

Herr Thyssen had been reported 

in failing health since early last 
month when an eye was removed in 
an operation to prevent total blind- 
ness. Three weeks ago he suffered 
attacks of pneumonia and brain 
fever and his recovery was declared 
doubtful. 
Born May 28, 1840, Thyssen was 
brought up in the neediest circum- 
stances. At the age of 20, he open- 
ed .a hardware store at Duisburg 
with limited capital, but eleven 
years later was able to move his 
business to Mulheim in the Ruhr, 
where he founded the firm of Thys- 
sen & Co. It had a capital of $6,- 
000 from which expanded the rami- 
fied industrial structure under his 
direction with numerous holdings in 
coal and iron mines. . The Gewerks- 
chaft Deutscher Kaiser finally was 
absorbed to become the core of the 
present Thyssen possessions. 

By the time the world war began, 
Thyssen was producing 1,000,000 
tons of steel annually and employ- 
ing 50,000 men. As a result of the 
conflict he lost his great plants in 
Lorraine and the harbor at Caen, 
Normandy, but, on the whole, he 
managed to keep intact his fortune, 
estimated at $100,000,000. Manage- 
ment of the business now falls to 
the eldest son, Fritz, born in 1873. 

The family seat was at Lansberg 
castle, near Kettwig. Built in 1280, 
it was purchased by Thyssen and 
restored in 1903. 


9 KILLED, 2 MOSQUES

' Athletics’ Effect on Age 
Of 5,000 to Be Studied 


New York, April 4 (By A. P.).

OPPOSE LAUSANNE PAGT 


Senate Is Told Ratification 
‘Would Condone Crimes of 
Turkish Rulers. 


CITE ARMENIA’S WRONGS 


New York, April 4 (By A. P.).— 
A protest to the Senate, signed by 
110 bishops of the Episcopal church 
against ratification of the pending 
treaty with Turkey was made pub- 
lic today by the American commit- 
tee opposed to the Lausanne treaty. 
The Christian sentiment of Amer- 
ica is opposed to ratification in the 
present form, the document de- 
clared, adding that “as Americans 
we should: be as solicitous of the 
performance of our moral duty as 
for protection of our material 
rights.” 

“We are asked,’’ the bishops 
pointed out, “to resume friendly re- 
lations with an avowedly unrepen- 
tant and anti-Christian government, 
which destroyed 1,000,000 inoffen- 
sive Christian men, women and chil- 
dren; expelled from their ancestral 
homes over 1,500,000, and is now 
holding in slavery in Turkish 
harems ten of thousands of Chris- 
tian women and children. 

“We can not forget that over 
1,000,000 Armenian refugees and 
exiles are now a people without a 
country—while their own homeland 
lies deserted under Turkish domina- 
tion; that thousands of Armenians 
fell in the fieeld of battle in de- 
fense of our common cause, and 
that President Wilson and Presi- 
dent Harding made solemn pledges 
to Armenia. 

“‘We feel that failure on our part 
to fulfill our moral obligation to 
Armenia to the extent of our op- 
portunity, would be equivalent to a 
condonation of Turkish crimes and 
to a ratification of methods and acts 
which are abhorrent to all who love 
righteousness and justice.”

WAS THOUGHT BURGLAR 


Policeman John Scheuring, of the 
Twelfth precinct, groped his way 
through a wall of flame and clouds 
of smoke in a burning house at 2838 
Twelfth street northeast yesterday 
morning to rescue Mr. and Mrs. 
Alexander Tacconlli, sleeping in a 
bedroom on the second floor, un- 
aware that the first floor of their 
home was in flames. 

Scheuring awakened the couple 
and told them of their danger. He 
wrapped Mrs. Tacconlli in a blanket 
to protect her trom the flames and, 
leading her husband by one hand, 
carried her to the street.

Red Cross Awarded 
Medal for Service 


The French Association for the 
Encouragement of Industry has 
conferred its Chaptal medal on the 
League of Red Cross Societies for 
rendering the most humanitarian 
service to the world in time of 
peace.

Body Will Decide Right of Cir- 
cuit Courts to Try 
Damage Cases. 


MANY CLAIMS ARE FILED 


The Knickerbocker theater dam- 
age suits will have the attention of 
the Court of Appeals again today. 

The roof of the theater crashed 
in on January 28, 1922, killing 97 
and injuring 103 patrons. 

The appallate court will not de- 
cide how much damages, if any, 
the plaintiffs are entitled to, but 
will merely pass upon the right of 
the circuit courts to try these cases. 

Fifteen of the 80-odd suits filed 
for deaths and personal injuries 
reached the appellate court after 
Justice Hoehling overruled demur- 
rers filed by the defendants, among 
whom - were the Knickerbocker 
Theater Co., Harry M. Crandall, 
John H. Ford, Union Iron Works, 
Reginald W. Geare, Frank L. Wag- 
ner and the District of Columbia. 

The demurrers were based on the 
alleged misjoinder of the defendants 
and the alleged failure of the plain- 
tiffs to set out the cause of the 
disaster, and the alleged failure of 
the plaintiff to make specific charges 
of negligence. 

Two suits growing out of deaths, 
and one resulting from personal in- 


.| juries have been tried before juries 


in the circuit court and the de- 
fendants were awarded a verdict in 
their favor. 

The appellate court attempted to 
have the United States Supreme 
Court decided certain questions of 
law in the cases on appeal but a 
quéstion of jurisdiction arose and 
the cases were sent back to the ap- 
pellate court.

MEANS ENLARGED STUDY 


In the effort to increase interest 
in science, a special board of trus- 
tees, with Herbert Hoover as chair- 
man, has been named by the Na- 
tional Academy of Science to ob- 
tain immediate financial aid for 
pure science research.

LEAGUE IS ATTACKED 
BY AUTHOR OF PLAN 


Representative Tinkham Says 


It Is Futile to Put 
Trust in Body. 


to propose a Hague conference to 
codify international law and to re- 
assert America’s policies in interna- 
tional relations, will be introduced 
in the House today by Representa- 
tive George Holden Tinkham, of 
Massachusetts. 

“The futility of dependence by 
the world upon the League of Na- 
tlons and its agencies for action 
separate from political considera- 
tion and the intrigues of selfish na- 
tional ambitions has been fully dis- 
closed,’’ Mr. Tinkham declared in 
a statement explaining his resolu- 
tion. The league’s decisions do not 
establish international law.”’ 

“Adequate results in the field of 
codification of international law de- 
pend upon the full cooperation of 
all governments, and the way lies 
open fof the United States to ad- 
vance the American policy of inter- 
national judicial settlement by per- 
suasion, and the application of 
justice without the exercise of force. 


Time for Action Here. 


“With the eclipse and paralysis 
of the League of Nations, the time 
has arrived for the United States 
to make its contribution to world 
order, in accord with its policy of 
justice without force or compul- 
sion. 

“Such a codification would sat- 
isfy four needs, he said. It would 
restate the rules of international 
law already established, formulate 
and agree upon necessary additions 
to the existing rules of interna- 
tiohal law, and would reconcile di- 
vergent views to secure general 

greement on the rules which were 
itherto in dispute. It would also 
consider the subjects not now ade- 
asap regulated by intérnational 
aw.”’ 

Representative Tinkham review- 
ed the history of the important 
international conferences in _ his 
statement, and said that the need 
ef an international legal cods had 
been recognized by the second 
of an international legal code had 
all subséquent international gather- 
ings. 

Partieularly has this been true 
in conferences of American States, 
he said, citing the fifth interna- 
tional conference of American 
States meéting at Santiago, Chile, 
in 1923. 

“This conference,” he said, “‘re- 

vested each government of the 

merican republics to appoint two 
delégatés to constitute the com- 
mission of jurists of Rio de Janeiro 
‘in the interest of the progressive 
and gradual codification of inter- 
national law.’ ”’

game openly and without resorting 
to the old time diplomatic intrigues. 
Official Germany is convinced 
that the United States will enter 
the world court but that they will 
avoid League of Nations entangle- 
ments. They are informed that the 
United States will apply directly 
to all the nations connected with 
the world court, requesting them to 
acknowledge America’s stand and 
its world court reservations. Ber- 
lin is convinced that the interna- 
tional replies will be satisfactory 
and America will enter the world 
court directly, without submitting 
to the negotiations and intrigue of 
League of Nations conferences.

British Are Unpert urbed. 


London, April 4.—-British opin- 
ion is entirely unperturbed and un.- 
dismayed at the fact that President 
Coolidge has given a grimacing and 
emphatic negative to the invitation 
of the League of Nations that the 
United States send representatives 
to Geneva next September in 
order fully to explain the Senate's 
world court reservations. 

The official attitude here is that 
the league’s invitation was given in 
good faith, but was interpreted in 
the United States as another effort 
by Europe to intrigue America to 
link itself with the league. While 
this is regretted as an unfortunate 
misunderstanding, Europe is not out 
of countenance, the argument here 
being: 

“We have given the United 
States an opportunity to express in 
any manner it wishes, its objections 
to an institition concerning us all. 
However, we are quite able to man- 
age our own affairs. In fact, we 
have been doing so und can quite 
well dispense with the American 
elaboration of their objections to 
the world court principles if the 
United States does not choose to 
give them.”’ 

Presence Would Have Helped. 


It is believed, on the other hand, 
that the presence of American 
representatives would have gone 
far to clear up the atmosphere at 
the September conference, inas- 
much as the representatives of the 
other nations could perhaps have 
come to a better understanding 
through personal contact, and at 
the same time recognized the Sen- 
ate reservations perfectly clearly, 
not needing further explanations. 
The tendency here is to take Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s action in turning 
down the league’s invitation only 
as another expression of the new 
United States policy of aloofness 
from European affairs, as expressed 
by Ambassador Alanson B. Hough- 
ton’s report. 

The London Times takes the 
view that President Coolidge might 
have sent a delegation if there had 
been no invitation, but it is now 
politically undesirable.

Paris, April 4 (By A. P.).— 


‘Russian emigres for the first time 


since the red tempest swept the 
monarchy out of Russia, reunited 
today under the leadership of a 
former czarist premier, a former 


chief of the.imperial genera] staff, 
a former marshal of the emperor's 
court, and other men who have 
served in high office in Russia. 
The reunion was in the form of 
a congress at a palatial Paris hotel, 
designed to organize the political 
exiles into a body capable of treat- 
ing with the League of Nations and 
individual states, with the over- 
throw of the bolshevik rule as their 
ultimate object. 


Many Long Parted. 


It was the first meeting between 
many of the delegates who had 
been friends and boon companions 
in Russia of the emperor, since they 


dispersed to various parts of the 
world. Hardship and suffering had 
left their mark on most of the faces 
of these representatives of the 
former elite of Russia, and their 
worn, ragged clothes, albeit once 
excellently tailored, would have 
appeared incongruous in the lux- 
urious corridors were it not for 
the proud, erect bearing of the men 
themselves. 

The impériadists have their right, 
left and center parties, like any 
other congress. The ‘radical left’’ 
section of the emigres is composed 
of those who were moderates under 
the czarist regime. This group was 
fewest in number, inasmuch as they 
are expatriates who follow such 
men as Alexander Kerensky, former 
foreign minister; Prof. Milukoff, 
leader of the constitutional demo- 
crats, and Victor Tchernoff, leader 
of the Russian peasant party, and 
are hostile to the purposes of the 
congress. All the other republican 
and democratic groups are boy- 
cotting it. 

The center party is made up of 
industrialists and business men, 
under the leadership of former 
members of the duma, Tretiakoff, 
Kripounoff and Lianosoff. The ex- 
treme right, the real leaders of the 
congress, are under former Premier 
Trepoff, Gen. Degoulevitch, former 
chief of the imperial genera] staff; 
Alexandre Kroupensky, former mar- 
shal of the czar’s court, and Prince 
Gortchakoff. 

The session opened in the ab- 
sence of Grand Duke Nicholas 
Nicholaievitch, who is acknowl- 
edged as the supreme chief by the 
emigres, as. by the other grand 
dukes who direct the congress be- 
hind the scenes. 


Duke's Auto in Crash.

Fears Felt by Many That a 
Commercial Slump Mav 
Follow in Wake. 


BANKERS SEE AUGURY 
OF SOUNDER ACTIVITY 


Week’s Developments Full of 
Reassuring Factors; Price 
Averages Drop. 


New York, April 4 (By the As- 
sociated Press).—In the face of 
satisfactory trade statistics, the un- 
precedented March reaction in the 
stock market, which last week 
wiped out the gains of the pre- 
ceding six months, aroused fresh 
misgivings as to the future course 
of business. So far as actual trade 
news was concerned, there was 
little to warrant this apprehension. 
Most developments, both at home 
and abroad, were favorable, but in 
view of the traditional function of 
the stock market as a barometer 
of trade there was a general dis- 
position to regard the drastic de- 
cline in prices as the forerunner 
of a commercial reaction. 

Analysis of the situation by lead- 
ing bankers held that the fall in 
stock prices was being carried to 
the same reckless lengths as the 
unwarranted bull movement was 
last autumn. In both instances 
prices have been driven far out of 
line with real values, but the cor- 
rective processes, it was argued, 
need not endanger the business 
situation. 


Reasuring Factors. 


If anything the sobering influence 
of the speculative debacle of trade, 
according to the best financial 
opinion, should constitute a more 
promising augury of future activi- 
ties than the unwarranted optimism 
Aca accompanied the preceding 
rise. 

Reassuring factors whick ap- 
peared during the week were the 
soundness and relative ease of 
credit conditions, word from the 
steel trade that the collapse in stock 
prices had not ‘brought the usual 
cancellation of orders which fol- 
low a market break, reports of in- 
creasing iron production,.the first 
substantial reduction in brokerage 
loans since the first of the year, 
the maintenance of railroad car. 
loadings above those of last year, 
despite the fact that hand-to-mouth 
buying has become an established 
business practice, and the resump- 
tion of railway equipment buying 
on a large scale. 


Commodity Values Solid. 


However far the speculation in 
securities may have been carried 
beyond normal and _ reasonable 
bounds, it has become increasingly 
apparent that the country has 
avoided any semblance of an infla- 
tion in commodity values. Price 
indices compiled by the leading au- 
thorities last week dropped to the, 
lowest point since October,. 1924, 
with declines taking place in tex- 
tiles, provisions, chemicals, leather 
and various metals in March. 

Conflicting reports have been 
coming from the automobile indus- 
try, but all indications last week 
pointed to a sharp expansion in 
business late in March. Some of 
the largest manufacturers reported | 
new weekly sales records, after a 
period of slower buying. The real 
trend of the public’s demand for 
motor cars, however, has still to 
agsert itself. The recent heavy 
selling of the motor stocks has in- 
dicated that, despite current busi- 
ness, earnings were not coming up 
to previous expectations.

the damage. And it finds that no 
small neart of the intengible wealth 
wiped out consists of paper pyra- 
mids, most of which could not at 
any time have been converted into 
cash if there had been any con- 
certed effort to transpose it into 
anything like theoretical market 
value.

Railway freight 
cars loaded between January 1 and 
March 138, the latest available date,

As to the 
stock market, while it is usually 
looked upon as registering the 
trend of business, it sometimes 
works the other way around. Just 
as rising security prices often fos- 
ter more exaggerated hopes that 
can be realized, so declining prices 
may lead to undue pessimism. 
During the past year money has 
been unusually plentiful and, flow- 
ing readily into securities, con- 
tributed to an upbidding of prices, 
which, while justified in its earlier 
stages, eventually carried prices 
far out of line with réal values.

“The correction of this need not 
endanger the business situation.

Pacific Coast Trade 
' Shows Big Decrease 


(By the Associated Press.) 

A decrease of more than 1,000,- 
000 tons in the 1925 foreign com- 
merce of the Pacific coast States 
Was attributed to a decided shift in 
trade activities, in a report yester- 
day by the bureau of research of 
the United States Shipping Board, 
the third of a series of analyses of 
foreign trede fluctuations. More 
than half of the decline, the report 
said, was due to decreases in ex- 
ports ef grain and lumber from 
Portland and Astoria. Increases in 
traffic in other commodities re- 
duced the net cargo tonnage loss of 
the State of Oregon to approximate- 
ly 590.000 tons. 

California’s total cargo tonnage 
movement in 1925 was 90,000 tons 
less than that of 1924, the report 
added, while foreign commerce of 
the State Of Washington decreased 
from 3,210,000 tons in 1924 to 
2,873,00 tons.

AIDED BY EASIER MONEY 


Assists Recovery After 
Recent Reaction. 


MORE ISSUES ARE IN SIGHT 


New York, April 4 (By A. P.).— 
Alternate declines and _ rallies 
marked trading in the bond market 
last week, with prices definitely 

| headed upward as the week ended. 
| Unsettled by the unprecedented col- 
lapse in the stock market bonds 
joined in a _ belated recovery for 
which a sudden turn for the better 
in the European outlook and a re- 
turn of easier money conditions 
were chiefly responsible. 

Before the encouraging news was 
received that the French govern- 
ment had Made important progress 
in balancing its budget most of the 
European bonds, including French, 
Belgian, German, Hungarian and 
Serbian obligations, had sagged to 
new low levels for the year. The 
parliamentary success of the French 
financial problem at a time when 
the situation looked darkest check- 
ed the tide of selling in this group 
and brisk rallies of 1 to 3 points 
followed. 


Domestic corporation liéns gen- 
erally followed the trend of the 
stock miarket, easing off early in the 
week, but later recovering most of 
their losses. There was little news 
directly affecting bonds, although 
some of the so-called Van Sweringen 
issueS were strengthened by de- 
velopments pointing to the formula- 
tion of a new Nickel Plate merger 
plan. The calling of additional 
bank loans and the continuance of 
firm money rates until late in the 
week restricted professional opera- 
tions. 

Afother lull in new financing was 
partly ascribed to the unsettlement 
of the securities markets. Bond 
offerings aggregated $46,000,000, 
compared with $96,000,000 in the 
preceding week, and with the ex- 
ception of several foreign issues 
were relatively unimportant. _Two 
bond issues totaling about $15,000,- 
000 marked the third piece of 
financing within a year for the 
province of Buenos Aires and a 
$10,000,000 loan was floated for the 
Arbed Steel Works of Germany. 

Present indications are that sev- 
eral of the bond offerings which 
have been held back will appear in 
the market this week, swelling the 
volume of new financing to $100,- 
000,000 or more. The most im- 
portant transaction in sight is a 
$66,000,000 issue of the Associated 
Electric Company, said to be the 
largest individual offering of power 
and Hght company bonds in the 
history of the public utility in- 
dustry. The bonds will Be senior 
obligation of a group of operating 
subsidiaries of the Associated Gas 
& Blectric Company, with gross 
earnings of $27,000,000 annually. 

In the foreign field a $40,000,000 
loan for Uruguay is in prospect, al- 
‘hough no definite action has been 
reported on the tenders submitted 
by American bankers to that gov- 
srnment last month. A loan of 
ibout- $15,000,000 to Peru also has 
been under discussion.

The ratio of expense to revenue 
for 1925 was 87.1 per cent and for 
1924 88.2 per cent. The operating 
return on the company’s land line 
properties, based on book.value, was 
at the rate of 7 per cent for 19256, 
Additions. and betterments added 
$14,419,000 to the book value of 
the property.

The 
outlook for retirement legislation at this ses- 
sion of Congress therefore, appears to be much 
brighter than it was a week ago, although there 
is no assurance that the measure can be passed 
before adjournment. 

It has been urged that the cost of increased 
annuities will be so great eventually that it 
will mean an enormous drain on the taxpayers. 
This view is not warranted by the facts, in the 
opinion of those who have made a study of 
conditions. In the first place, the actuaries in 
all their figures have based their calculations 
upon extremes. They have taken it for grant- 
ed that if the maximum annuity of $1,200 were 
given, all employes eligible for retirement 
would immediately take advantage of the op- 
portunity and quit their jobs, whereas it is 
probable that not 10 per cent of the clerks 
would retire. The government would not have 
to make up a deficit for several years, and in 
the meantime, the employes undoubtedly would 
be willing to contribute a greater percentage 
of their salaries every year, in order to pro- 
vide a fund that would take care of virtually 
all those who might retire. 

With the revenues of the government grow- 
fing larger and larger, exceeding by many mil- 
lions the estimates of Treasury officials, there 
is no good ground for holding up retirement 
legislation on the theory that it will bring 
about a deficit.

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WORLD LAW. 
A resolution requesting the President to 
call a third international conference at The 
Hague, for the purpose of codifying interna- 


tional law, is offered by Representative Tink- 
ham, of Massachusetts. He presents convinc- 
ing reasons for the calling of such a confer- 
ence. It is desirable that international law 
should be revised, brought up to date, and 
accepted by the nations. This task should be 
undertaken by qualified jurists, entirely in- 
dependent of the league of nations and its 
political adjuncts, and without reference to any 
similar work undertaken under the auspices of 
ue. Mr. Tinkham pertinently says: 
The futility of dependence by the world 
upon the league of nations and its agen- 
cles for action separate from political con- 
siderations and the intrigues of selfish 


national ambitions has been fully dis- 
closed. 
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One of the assertions made by supporters of 
the league of nations is that it is the only plan 
proposed for securing world peace, and that the 
opponents of the league are mere obstruction- 
ists, not offering any constructive suggestion 
as an alternative to the league. Mr. Tink- 
ham’s proposal is sufficient answer to that 
charge. A constructive plan is outlined, 
whereby the nations, if they are really bent 
upon securing the reign of law, can meet and 
agree upon world law. The law thus made 
would be applied by the international court of 
arbitration, the international court of justice, 
and all other international tribunals. 

An international committee of distinguished 
lawyers and jurists is now at work considering 
the question of codifying international law; 
but this committee was appointed by the league 
of nations and is working under league aus- 
pices. It necessarily recognizes the covenant 
of the league of nations as law, and will, if it 
ever presents a code of law, base it upon the 
covenant. But the covenant contains novel 
and objectionable proposals which the United 
States and other nations will never accept as 
law. The recent breakdown of the league 
machinery at Geneva demonstrated that these 
novel ideas can not be made effective. Brazil 
objected to a rule that would have subordi- 
nated her sovereign rights, and her objection 
has compelled the league to take steps to re- 
vise the constitution of its council. An effort 
is to be made to reconstruct the council in such 
manner as to enable certain great powers to 
concentrate in their own hands the political 
control of all nations. 

The central idea of the league of nations is 
politics. The central idea of world peace en- 
forced by law is nonpolitical. The league 
would deal with international disputes by 
diplomacy and politics; the true method of 
maintaining peace is to deal with international 
disputes by law. 

The. so-called world court set up by the 
league has no law to administer, except the 
law provided by the covenant and special 
agreements by the parties to a controversy. 
Since the covenant contains new projects of 
law unacceptable to the nations, the ‘‘world 
court’’ can not function as such; and the na- 
tions have wisely provided that it shall not 
decide any dispute except those which are 
submitted to it. 

The world must have law before any court 
can administer world law. If the nations can 
not agree upon the law, they will never agree 
to submit their disputes to a court. As league 
law is experimental and unacceptable, and as 
the league itself is so constructed as to deny 
the first principle of international law—that 
is, the principle of the equality of independent 
nations—it is evident that the nations can. 
not hope to obtain a body of law under the 
league’s auspices. Mr. Tinkham’s plan for 
another Hague conference is a timely con- 
tribution to the cause of world peace, to be 
maintained by law. !

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DISPOSING OF RAILROAD CLAIMS. 

On January 1, 1926, there were: still pend- 
ing against the railroad administration 3,162 
sults involving more than $18,000,000, based 
on causes of action arising out of the opera- 
tion of the railroads during Federal control. 

Thirty-four of the carriers failed to dispose 
of a single suit during the year 1925, and four- 
teen carriers failed to dispose of a suit during 
either 1924 or 1925; while four carriers failed 
to dispose of a suit for three years. 

Six years have elapsed since the termination 
of Federal contro], and the delay has been ex- 
pensive to the railroads and the government. 
The general solicitor of the railroad adminis- 
tration urges the cooperation of the railroads 
in disposing of these cases. 

The settlement of nearly all claims and 
counter claims between the railroads and the 
government through the railroad administra- 
tion, without litigation, was one of the notable 
illustrations of the utility of arbitration in the 
settlement of disputes. The few unsettled rail- 
road cases arising out of Federal control 
should be disposed of and the slate cleaned.

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BEANS, BEANS, BEANS. 

The bean king is dead. He will have no 
successor, for it is not probable that oppor- 
tunity, which makes emperors, kings and 
thieves, will ever present itself again. The 
bean king was Martin W. Tilden, ‘who died in 
his home in Albion, N. Y., on Wednesday, at 
the age of 91. Tildén first appeared in his 
kingly role during the civil war when:he con- 
tracted with the government in Washington 
to furnish the Union armies with the beans 
that won the war. Just how many bushels of 
the life-sustaining vegetable Mr. Tilden sup- 
plied to the soldiers of Grant and Sherman is 
unknown, but the old boys who survive are 
ready to swear that there were enough to serve 
each one of them three bean meals every day 
of the week, with a double ration on Sundays. 

It was ten years after the close of the civil 
war, however, that Tilden was crowned the 
king of beans. That was due to the creation 
of his bean corner in ihe middle severties. He 
bought up all the beans that he could find at 
an average of $2 a bushel. When he began 
the formation of that corner he was regarded 
more as a “‘king’s jester’ than a king. But 
when he unloaded his holdings at a profit of 
200 per cent those who had laughed at his 
folly were among the first to extend him the 
homage due to royalty. > 

When Tilden first appeared in’ the market as 
a bean buyer the crop was an insignificant item 
in the agricultural products of his native State. 
Beans were seldom planted as a principal crop. 
They were grown in between hills of corn, 
pulled by hand and cured.around poles which 
were erected among the corn stubble. Today 
nearly 100,000 acres of the best farm lands in 
the State are planted to beans, which are har- 
vested with implements devised for the purpose 
and thrashed in an especially designed machine. 
Few people who buy their baked beans in a can 
at a chain store have an idea of the extent of 
the bean growing industry. The Department of 
Agriculture reports that the total crop of dried 
beans raised in the United States last year 
was 19,100,000 bushels. Michigan is the banner 
State in producing the raw material for Sunday 
morning’s breakfast in Boston, as the-Wolver- 
ine State grew 8,289,000 bushels last year. 
California was second with 4,080,000, followed 
by Colorado with 2,240,000, Idaho with 1,58 4,- 
000, and New York bringing up the rear with 
1,426,000 bushels. The average value of a 
bushel of beans on the first day of December 
was, according to the records of the depart- 
ment, $3.27, which would make the crop worth 
$60,457,000. Beans weigh 60 pounds to. the 
bushel so that. there were produced in the 
United States last year 1,146,000,000 pounds of 
Boston breakfast supplies; and yet, unlike the 
corn farmers of Iowa and the wheat raisers of 
Kansas, the bean raisers have not formed a bloc 
to force the government to buy up beans to 
boost the price. Some of our agricultural 
statesmen have overlooked a bet.

TOURISTS HEAR FOSDICK 


Jerusalem, April 4 (By A. P.).— 
Easter day celebrations were car- 
ried out in Jerusalem with fitting 
solemnity. Two early morning 
services were held by Protestant 
denominations in the garden of the 
tomb below Georges Calvary. 

At an impressive service of 
Angelicans in St.. George’s cathe- 
dral, Bishop Innes officiated. A 
feature of this was the attendance 
of Father Cyril and numerous 
young students of the Armenian 
school of theology, marking a wel- 
come extended by the Anglican to 
the Gregorian church. 

Yesterday at noon a service was 
held in the British military ceme- 
tery in honor of the soldiers who 
gave their lives for the conquest 
of Jerusalem. 

A spectacular solemn high mass 
in the Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
was attended by a large number 
of worshipers, among them many 
foreign visitors. The service was 
conducted by the Franciscan father 
custodian of the Holy Land. The 
image of the Saviour which on 
Good Friday was placed in the 
tomb was removed yesterday. 

This afternoon the Rev. Harry 
E. Fosdick, of New York, addressed 
a large gathering of tourists and 
members. of the American colony. 
He delivered an Easter message on 
the immortality of the soul. 

Easter was celebrated in the de- 
lightful atmosphere of the Pales- 
tinian spring, with its wonderful 
profusion of wild flowers. 


Warm Sun Permits 
Atlantic City Display 


Atlantic City, N. J., April 4 (By 
A. P.).—It was estimated 160,000 
visitors participated in the Easter 
parade and style revue, which was 
marked by warm air and cloudless 
skies.

Truth-in-Advertising Body 
Should Investigate, Is One 
Pastor’s Opinion. 


DREW YOUNG PEOPLE 
OUT, ASSERTS ANOTHER 


Taste of Advertisement in 
Kansas City Questioned 
and Warmly Upheld. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 4 (B 
P.).—Pastors here today were divid. 
ed in opinion of the Yeon power” 
of the advertisement inserted in the 
Kansas City Star yesterday ad- 
dressed to “Flaming . Youth,” and 
promising a “new thrill,” it said, 
if “flaming youth’”’ would attend 
church on Easter Sunday. 


The page advertisement was 
“contributed by Kansas City busi- 
ness men in the interest of the youth 
of Kansas City. 

“The truth-in-advértising com- 
mittee should investigate that ad- 
vertisement,” said the Rev. L. M. 
Birkhead, pastor of the All Souls’ 
Unitarian church. “Whoever wrote 
it promised ‘something new;’ prom- 
ised ‘a new thrill,’ and then the pas- 
tors gave the same old cut-and- 
dried sermons they have given on 
Easter Sunday for the last ten 
years. I think such an advertise- 
ment would cause the youth of Kan- 
sas City to become disgusted with 
the church. It was. abomniable.” 


Sees Real Results. 


On the other hand, the Rev. 
William L. Stidger, pastor of Lin- 
wood Boulevard Methodist Episco- 
pal church, declared it was a “fine 
ad.’’ He said it was well written 
and in the language understood by 
young people. Sixty per cent of his 
congregation this morning was 
made up of young pepole, and he 
attributed this, in part, to the ad- 
vertisement, which said: 

‘‘Get this new thrill. 

**You say you are after Big Time 
stuff; then why don’t you come 
into the main tent? 

“The real thing is better than 
any tawdry imitation: There are 
thrills galore in Christian life, 
thrills that will last to the grave— 
and beyond. They are pure gold— 
the gilt does not wear off.’’ 


Others Are Divided. 


The Rev. Harry Clayton Rogers, 
pastor of the Linwood Boulevard 
Presbyterian church, said that the 
advertisement may have had an ap- 
peal to young people with jazz 
tendencies, but that he did not know 
whether the large crowd that at- 
tended services at his church this 
morning was due to the advertise- 
ment or not. 

Other pastors were about as 
evenly divided. Some thought the 
advertisement a psychological 
achievement and others thought it 
was in bad taste. It was difficult 
to get an expression from ‘flaming 
youth”’ itself, but one youth was 
asked what he thought of the ap- 
peal. 

“Apple sauce, 
sauce, he said.’’

FINNISH ATHLETES. 
ROF, IVAR WILKSMAN, chair- 

man of the state board of ath- 
letics of Finland, gives an an- 
swer to the repeatedly asked ques- 
tion, ‘‘Why the superiority of the 
Finns in competitive sports, par- 
ticularly those requiring endur- 
ance?’’ His opinion is that there 
are several reasons. 

The Finns are a simple living, 
primitive people, who have but re- 
cently developed the modern facili- 
ties for physical development and 
training. The peasant is very 
strong and with great powers of en- 
durance. Their outstanding cham- 
pion, Paavo Nurmi, was brought up 
on a diet of black bread and dried 
fish, with fresh meat and fruit as a 
very occasional treat. He had to 
walk many miles daily to and from 
school, 


When he plans for a race every 
item of his preparation and of the 
contest itself is very carefully 
thought on and no detail is omitted. 
It will be remembered that at the 
Paris olympic in 1924 Nurmi broke 
all running records for distance 
from 1 mile to 10,000 meters (a 
little more than 5 miles). In 1875 
clubs for gymnastics for men and 
women were first formed in Finland. 
The great national system of such 
training was begun in 1900. In 
the athletic leagues there are 1,256 
athletic clubs, with 117,404 active 
members. Every third year there 
are joint sports festivals—really 
great, many phased, national ath- 
letic contests. 

One reason for the basic hardi- 
hood of the Finns is the custom of 
using steam baths, according to 
Prof. Palsi, who writes in ‘The 
World's Health.’’ Where the steam 
bath originated Dr. Palsi does not 
know. The cossacks used it in 
Siberia when they first came into 
noticqa The Eskimos and the North 
American Indians were using it 
when the white man found them. 
The Slavs seem to have used it al- 
ways. The old Roman bath and the 
present day Japanese bath show 
some relationship to it. 

The Finnish steam bath is given 
as foNows: The bathers go into a

room which is filled with steam. 
The steam is generated by throwing 
water on hot rocks. In the larger 
establishments the bathroom is 
double decked, the upper balcony 
being the hotter region. From time 
to time during the bath the tem- 
perature is raised by throwing more 
water on the rocks. The skin of 
the bather is switched with wet 
birch branch brooms. The floor of 
the bathroom was covered with 
leaves or straw, and this gives 
aromatics to the steam in the bath- 
room. At times the bathers run 
from the steam room and plunge 
into the sea or some stream. Often- 
times they have to break through 
the thin ice to make the cold 
plunge.

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Washington Irving’s Love. 


HE great American writer, 
Washington Irving, never mar- 
ried, and those who were his 

intimate friends never spoke of his 
celibacy in his presence. The rea- 
son was more than one of avoiding 
what might prove to be an embar- 
rassing subject. It was not to cause 
him pain. 


Washington Irving had loved and 
lost; and the remembrance of his 
loss he could never forget, not even 
in the last hours of his life. 

When a young man, and strain- 
ing his will to study law, Irving 
was employed by a prominent law- 
yer named Josiah Hoffman. The 
latter saw his brilliant qualities— 
though not in the way Irving would 
have liked—and became very much 
attached to him. As an incentive 
to his studies he offered to take 
him in the firm upon his gradua~- 
tion. 


At this time Irving had met Hoff- 
man’s daughter, Matilda, a gentle- 
mannered, engaging young woman 
with a delicate beauty that fasci- 
nated all who knew her. 
quaintance between the two young 
people ripened. into love, and the 
father, sensing this; promised him 
also that with membership in the 
firm would go his consent to mar- 
ilage with Matilda. 

Irving had detested his studies, 
but the prize that Hoffman held 
out banished this dislike for the 
time being, and he set to work at 
his law. books with renewed enthu- 
3iasm.

It is understood that the new 
point of law already has occa- 
sioned some misgivings in the 
camp of the Boston Red Sox. 

Lee Fohl are 
said to fear that unless they 
can become the possessors of 
something that will not quilify 
for the title of the worst ball 
club in the major leagues they 
will soon be arraigned on the 
charge of ‘‘recreational her- 
esy.’’ In their present frame of 
mind and state in the game 
they are not at all confident of 
beating the ec hargeé. 


There is sensideveble con- 
fusion in the prize ring indus- 
try also. The weak under- 
tone, which, the securities on 
the prize ring exchange have 
shown in the past few days, is 
evidence enough of that fact.

Voters Will Ballot Today in 
Compliance With Ancient 
Civil Law.

in compliance with a civil law) 
which has been in existence for more 
than two centuries, voters in the 
congregations of the Episcopal 


churches of the Washington diocese 
will meet in their respective parish 
churches today and elect wardens 
and vestrymen for the coming year. 

In each parish, however, the let- 
ter of the ancient law will be ob- 
served. The only change is that 
now women are allowed to vote and 
to hold office, an innovation of re- 
cent years. It is found that with 
this privilege women take a much 
greater interest in the conduct of 
the affairs of the church. 


Adopted in 1692. 


The law which governs the elec- 
tion was adopted when the parishes 
of the Church of England were or- 
ganized in the colony of Maryland 


in 1692, and, with slight modifica- 
tion, has been transmitted to the 
statute books of Maryland and the 
District of Columbia. In accord- 
ance with the law the parish vestry- 
men hold a position similar to that 
of the board of directors of corpo- 
rations, being allowed to hold, buy, 
and sell real estate, and exercise 
corporate functions. 

Eight vestrymen are elected an- 
nually. The law provides that four 
shall be unseated annually; allow- 
ing rotation among eligible persons. 

Two wardens are elected. Their 
duty is to supervise the behavior 
of members in the church. 

The vestry, after. its election, it- 
self elects a registrar, or secretary 
of the vestry, and a treasurer, who 
may either be vestry members or 
not. 


Church at Woodside

COVERING 10 ACRES 


Developers of Wilson Park, in 
Congress Heights, Set 
Tract Aside. 


DISTRICT IS EXPECTED 
TO PURCHASE PROPERTY 


On Line of Plan for Park 
Project to Include the Old 
Civil War Forts. 


Although building operations 
have been started in Wilson park 
in Congress Heights, ten acres have 
been set aside for park and play- 
ground purposes as the result of a 
concerted effort made to preserve 
the park, or a portion of it at least, 
for the use of citizens, E. J. New- 
comb, chairman of the Wilson park 


commit’ee of the Congress Heights 
Citizeng association, stated yester- 
day. 

Building operations were begun 
several days ago, and have pro- 
gressed so far that a great many 
trees have been cut down, and con- 
siderable grading and other founda- 
tion work done. 


Real Estate Operators Liberal. 


Mr. Newcomb explained that 
Goldsmith & Co., the real estate 


operators, have been unusually lib- 
eral in their concessions, but since 
they would be compelled to wait on 
the appropriation of Congress at 
their own risk, it would be neces- 
sary for them to start building op- 
erations on a portion of the park. 

The National Capital park com- 
mission desired purchase of the 
park as a connecting link in the 
park development project, which 
would begin with the old civil war 
forts on the river and extend 
through those in the hills. 

This may still, in a measure, be 
realized, he said, for, in addition to 
the 10 acres specially set aside, 
there is a tract of 30 acres in the 
rear, which may be yet purchased. 
This will be connected with the 10 
acres by a boulevard, one of the 
projects in the building plans, he 
explained. 


Ground to Be Held for Park. 


Mr. Newcomb said that he would 
confer with Maj. U. S. Grant 3d, 
officer in charge of public buildings 
and parks, relative to purchase of 
the 10 acres, or any additional 
amount, as soon as he returns to 
Washington. The company, he 
stated, is willing to hold the 10 
acres open until the appropriation 
for the park commission is ready. 

In the building project a number 
of things are planned for Congress 
Heights which that section is now 
without, Mr. Newcomb said. Among 
these are a bank and motion-picture 
theater.

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JUVENILE “GRIMES 
DROP IN TEN YEARS, 
STATISTICS SHOW 


Washington Is One of Nine 
Cities Having Decrease 
From 1913 to 1923. 


DELINQUENCY GREATER, 
IS REPORT FROM FOUR 


Children’s Bureau, Depart- 
ment of Labor, Compiles Fig- 
ures Following Inquiry. 


The much talked of increase in 
juvenile delinquency does not ex- 
ist, but on the other hand there is 
an actual falling off according to 
the most available figures, the 
children’s bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Labor reported yesterday. 

Statistics obtained from fourteen 
citles covering the ten years from 
1913 to 1923, and im some cases 
extending up to the end of last 
year, show that decrease is the 
rule, and increase only the excep- 
tion, the report says. 


Decrease Shown in Washington. 


Washington is one of the cities 
that show a decrease. Others are 
New York, Boston, Buffalo, Chi- 
cago, New Orleans, Providence, 
Richmond and St. Louis. New 
York, contrary to what might be 
expected, shows a considerable de. 
crease, it is said. The deliquency 
rate is determined by the number 
of juvenile cases handled by the 
courts per 1,000 children of the 
ages in which the courts exercise 
jurisdiction. 

The bureau reported consider- 
able difficulty in obtaining such in- 
formation and stated that it is al- 
most impossible to arrive at any 
degree of uniformity as to dates. 
But the evidence is enough to show 
a downward frend, it was declared. 

In view of such information, 
strong criticism was made of the 
‘‘scarehead”’ stories which appear 
relative to juvenile deliquency. 

The report affirmed: 

“It would be far more sane to 
give thoughtful consideration to 
this problem rather than to make 
headline attacks. The first essential 
in meeting and even discussion of 
the situation is adequate statistics. 
These are not obtainable.” 

The bureau has compiled its fig- 
ures from reports made by the 
courts, and will continue to gather 
such information, it states. 


Success in Four Cities. 


Among the fourteen cities in- 
creases were found in four cities, 
Detroit, Minneapolis, Philadelphia 
and Seattle. Rochester remained 
stationary for the three years re- 
ported by that city, ended in 1924. 
Increases were evident during the 
war period, but in almost every case 
has dropped since, it was stated. 

In the “‘grave offenses’’ commit- 
ted by children there was no ‘“‘sig- 
nificant increase’’ from the years 
11913 to 1923, according to the re- 
'port. These offenses included homi- 
cide, robbery and burglary. Neither 
was there an increase in the aver- 
age age of the offender, it was 
affirmed.

Expert Holds Cancer 
Is Due to Heredity 


Cancer is not a specific germ dis- 
ease, but is in large measure due 
to heredity, according to Dr. Maud 
Slye, assistant professor of pathol- 
ogy at the University of Chicago, 
who spoke on the “Inheritability of 
Cancer” at a meeting in the audi- 
torium of the Medical Society of 
Washington, 1718 M street, last 
night. Dr. Slye has been conduet- 
ing experiments with mice for 11 
years. 

Resistance to cancer may be in- 
herited as well as susceptibility to 
cancer, her experiments prove. She 
also spoke of the great waste of 
time, money and energy in many 
experiments on this subject, be- 
cause the experimenters utterly dis- 
regard the fact of heredity. 


Bennett Returned 
To Efficiency Board 


At the request of the bureau of 
efficiency, the detail of J. V. Ben- 
nett as secretary to the personnel 
classification board has been ter. 
minated for the present, it was an- 
nounced yesterday at board head- 
quarters, and he has been reas- 
signed to investigating work with 
the efficiency bureau. 

Mr. Bennett has been with the 
classification board since its estab- 
Mahment in 1923 and for a little 
more than a year has been its sec- 
retary in charge of the administra- 
tive and investigational staff. Paul 
N. Peck succeeds Mr. Bennett. 
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
